'Of  18,288  acres  and  a  population  of  25,900. 

ii  full  report  covering  every  detail 
of  housing  and  other  work  carried  out  bj^  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  has 
been^ prepared  by  Mr.V/atts,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  is  included 
in  his  Annual  Report  \7hich  is  appended  hereto. 

The  Sanitary  Services  of  the  district 
receive  the  constant  attention  of  Mr. Groves,  the  Surveyor,  and  of 
Mr.Watts,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  necessary' particulars  under 
this  head  being  given  in  the.  following  report. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year 

are  of  interest. ;„ThG  Death  Rato  is  higher  than  for  England  and  Wales 
but  shows  a  decrease  -oh  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  vizS  198  shows  a  large  dcorease  as  compared  v/ith 
the  previous  year  viz.  810. 

‘  Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  approx.  750  children  under  15  years  of  ago

Deaths . 

The  Death  Rate  for  1941  is  13.33  per  thousand  of  population. 
This  is  a  decrease  on  the  previous  year  when  the  rate  was  14.7  per 
thousand  but  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  which  for 
for  1941  is  12.9. 

Births . 

The  Biii;h  R\to  for  1941  is  11. 66  the  same  as  for  the 
previous  year,  but  this  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  viz:  14.2  per  thousand,  .i.  total  of  302  live  births  wore 
registered  during  tho:yfiiar*152  males  and  150  fomalos.  total  of 
29  of  those  births  were  illegitimate  vizi  11  males  and  18  fcmialcs. 

Infhnblle  Mortality. 

There  wore  15  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year 
of  ago,  7  males  and  8  females  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate 
of  43.23  per  thousand  registered  births  and  44  per  thousand  live, 
births,  these  rates  being  considerably  lower  than  those  for  last 
year  viz:  68.72  per  thousand  and  74  per  thousand  respectively.

,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my 

'fourth  Annual  Report  covering  the  year  ended  December  31st  1941. 

=  During  the  year  the  activities 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  o^Ting  to  the  existing  conditions 
of  national  emergency  uere  in  the  min  carried  out  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  and  the  other  law  pertaining  to  mtters  of 
public  health  for  the  control  of  various  premises  used  as  Factories, 
Dairies  and  Cov.-sheds  etc.,  and  v.diero  infectious  disease  occur. 
Housing  a^nd  Slum  Clearance  having  to  be  left  in  abeyance.  Thus  a 
total  of  4126  visits  were  paid  in  carrying  out  the  year's  work 
which  included  a  not  inconsidora.ble  number  of  visits  to  premises 
used  for  accommodating  the  influx  of  evacuees  to  the  urban  area. 

The  principal  items  of  the  report 
are  set  out  in  classified  order  as  follows 


1.  SLUM  CLE.JIHICS. 

By  Circular  1866  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  1959,  all  housing  schemes  and  programmes  wore  cancelled  for 
•duration  of  the  v/ar. 

2.  HOUSING  :  RECONDITIONING. 

.  Oving  to  shortage  of  building  materials, 

housing  repairs  have  been  considerably  restricted  and  only  those  of 
an  urgent  character  are  now  cairiod  out.  No  *Ccrtificatcs  of  Fitness* 
were  issued  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  unavoidable  restricted 
vjorking  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  in  the  main 
inspection  upon  complaint  of  and  consequent  works  of  repairs  to  houses 
have  boon  carried  out  under  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts.
